Skaters banned from 
Common, ticketed 
in helmet crackdown

Aside from getting a $130 fine and 
getting your board taken, not wear¬ 
ing a helmet at the Halifax Common 
skate park can get you banned for 
six months. 

Halifax Regional Police are crack¬ 
ing down on helmet use at the park. 
Officers have been handing out 
fines daily and on Saturday seven 
officers at once closed in to give out 
fines and confiscate boards. 

Some bikers and skateboarders 
are told they can't come back to 
the entire Common for six months 


under the Protection of Property 
Act. 

"It's really stupid. They don't 
want us skateboarding downtown 
or anything. But if we can't skate¬ 
board in the skate park ... we're 
obviously going to go skateboard¬ 
ing in the streets," said skate¬ 
boarder Dylan Landry, 14. 

Biker Nick Pelfrey, 18, was at the 
skate park yesterday even though 
he was told he'd been banned the 
week before. 

"He just said I'm banned. He 
didn't give me anything written or 


anything. He just took my name 
down and gave me a ($135) ticket," 
said Pelfrey, who plans to fight his 
ticket because he says he wasn't 
given fair warning. 

"I still come here. If (the officer) 
comes back, I'll just bike away." 

Police spokesman Const. Jeff 
Carr said police have been banning 
riders who refuse to start wearing 
helmets after being ticketed. 

"We're not going to allow them 
to be in the park if they're refusing 
to wear a helmet. The helmet law 
is the law for a reason," said Carr. 


"If they refuse to follow the law 
then we're going to bar them from 
the park. That's our approach." 

The Protection of Property Act 
does allow for people to be banned 
from public property for a maxi¬ 
mum of six months if they break 
posted rules. However, the act 
gives that power to the court, not 
police. If the someone is caught 
breaking the ban they can be 
charged up to $500. 

Despite the consequences, sev¬ 
eral skaters and bikers told Metro 
Halifax over the weekend they 
will not start wearing helmets. 

At least 15 tickets were given out 
on Thursday and Friday alone, but 
several people told Metro Halifax 
they either plan to fight their tick¬ 
ets or flat-out not pay them.

Councillor to propose 
Tuesday meetings be 
held over two days

City council sessions are becoming 
far too long and painful, says down¬ 
town Halifax Coun. Dawn Sloane. 

"I don't know any person that 
can make good decisions after sit¬ 
ting in a chair for 16 hours," she 
said yesterday.

At tomorrow's session, she'll 
propose that the chief administra¬ 
tive officer have the ability to 
schedule council sessions over a 
two-day period. 

She said too much is crammed 
into the weekly Tuesday council 
sessions, leading to hasty decision¬ 
making and a backlog of work. 

"We have so much stuff that has 
to get done before we go on vaca¬ 
tion," she said. 

And still there are a number of 
tenders to award and development 
projects to get through, she said. 

But Eastern Shore Coun. Steve 
Streatch said he's against the idea 
of spreading council over two days. 

For at least a decade, he said, re¬ 
gional council has taken place 
Tuesday evenings at 6 p.m. and 
that's the way it should remain. 

He said if councillors could focus 
on "tightening up" and moving 
through topics more quickly, there 
would be lots of time for the agenda. 

Issues such as the cat bylaw and 
taxi deregulation have seen city 
council debates lasting late into the 
night and spread over numerous 
sessions in the past year.

Breaking down the math behind gas prices 


Adviser outlines 
formula, but Grits 
still have doubts

It's not magic. 

There's a straightfor¬ 
ward, mathematical for¬ 
mula that determines Nova 
Scotia's weekly gas prices 
but the average Nova Scot¬ 
ian isn't likely to trade in 
their Sudoku puzzle or 
favourite book to figure it 
out. 

"Basically, this is the way 


we do it," said Service Nova 
Scotia's senior policy ad¬ 
viser Dale Madill during a 
recent telephone interview. 

"First of all ... you need 
the Platt's, New York Har¬ 
bour, daily spot price for 
gasoline," he said. 

From there, the depart¬ 
ment takes the daily 
weighted average price, uses 
the noon-hour Bank of 
Canada exchange rate and 
does the calculation, he said. 

They turn U.S. gallons 
into Imperial gallons and 
convert that number into 
litres. 

They factor in an al¬ 


lowance for wholesalers, 
add the federal and provin¬ 
cial taxes and factor in a 
margin for the retailer 
which is four- to five-and-a- 
half cents, Madill said. 

And finally, they add the 
HST. 

"We do this every day for 
five days and we take a five 
day average," Madill said. 

He said the price of gas is 
based on this mathematical 
calculation; it's not im¬ 
pacted by the circumstances 
of any individual whole¬ 
saler. 

Madill wrote in a recent 
newspaper editorial that

there is nothing subjective 
about the process. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil, however, cast some 
doubt on the formula last 
week. 

He said during a public 
accounts hearing last spring, 
department staff said the 
formula only establishes the 


base price of gas. 

"The base price is then ad¬ 
justed by what staff referred 
to as 'forward averaging,' 
for which there exists no 
formula at all," he stated in 
a news release. 

McNeil wrote a letter to 
Service Nova Scotia Minis¬ 
ter Jamie Muir concerning 
the regulated price of fuel. 

He said as Nova Scotians 
become increasingly wor¬ 
ried about the price at the 
pumps, the public "has a 
right to know what mecha¬ 
nisms are in place" when 
determining the price of gas.

Schools 
get boost 
to cover 
oil costs

Schools won't be at the 
mercy of volatile energy 
prices after all next year. 

On Friday, Education 
Minister Karen Casey cut 
school boards some slack, 
announcing she would give 
them more money to fully 
cover skyrocketing oil 
prices. 

"Buses have set routes 
and schools need to be 
heated," 

Casey said in 
a press re¬ 
lease. "We do 
not want ris¬ 
ing global oil 
prices to have 
a negative im¬ 
pact on the 
classroom 
here in Nova 
Scotia." 

Casey had 
said earlier 
that school 
boards 
wouldn't be getting any 
extra money, saying they 
would have to cover any 
shortfalls from within. That 
led the Halifax regional 
school board to warn it 
would have to make class¬ 
room cuts in order to make 
up for a $3 million shortfall 
caused by rising oil and 
diesel prices. 

The minister is asking 
school boards to budget for 
next year using the cost per 
litre from February (73.3 
cents). If future prices ex¬ 
ceed that, government will 
top up the difference. 

Richard Morris, the Hali¬ 
fax regional school board's 
director of finance, said 
that's "tremendous news." 

Morris said the rising 
price of oil was "a major 
cause of contention" over the 
last year, leading the board 
to be over budget by about 
$1 million. 

The school board plans to 
table its budget for the next 
school year by the beginning 
of July.

have decided they will come 
with recommendations for 
the party." 

The federal Liberals once 
owned the immigration issue

"We are not going to talk 
about any of the things; our 
legal team is the best people 
to call," she said. 

British police named 
Khawaja as a co-conspirator 
in the case of five men jailed 
for life last year for plotting 
attacks on targets across 
Britain. 

Although British authori¬ 
ties alleged Khawaja pro¬ 
vided technical help with 
detonators, he was not 
charged. He is alleged to 
have built the devices in his 
parents' basement. 

Khawaja, a software de¬ 
veloper, faces life in prison if 
found guilty. He was ar¬ 
rested in March 2004 and 
has been jailed since. He is 
the first person charged 
under Canadian anti-terror¬ 
ism laws put in place after 
Sept. 11, 2001. He has 
pleaded not guilty.

"I think everyone believes 


there's too much speculation 
in the oil markets," said New 
Jersey Gov.

'A lot of 
the price of oil, I think, peo¬ 
ple put at the doorstep of 


speculators bidding up and 
holding supplies off the mar¬ 
ket." 

Corzine said Obama's plan 
aims to close the so-called 
Enron loophole, which ex¬ 
empts some energy specula¬ 
tors who trade electronically 
from U.S. regulation. It takes 
its name from the now-col- 
lapsed energy firm that ben¬ 
efited from the law.

Bad harvest and

Darfur faces a food crisis this 
year as a result of a "perfect 
storm" of growing violence, 
overcrowding in refugee 
camps and a bad harvest, the 
United Nations said yester¬ 
day. 

The conflict in 
Darfur has 

prompted the 

world's largest hu¬ 
manitarian opera¬ 
tion, which helps 
two-thirds of the re¬ 
gion's six-million 
population. 

But this year, a confluence 
of problems in the western 
Sudanese region could cause 
a spike in malnutrition rates 
and health problems, United 
Nations officials said. 

"Four years into a massive 
humanitarian operation ... 
this is the year I think where 
we are going to see a reduc¬ 
tion in (health) indicators as 


a result of this perfect 
storm," Mike McDonough, 
head of the UN humanitarian 
co-ordination office, said. 

Attacks on World Food 
Programme food convoys 
have forced a cut in rations 
to millions in Darfur by al¬ 
most half since May, and 
government promises of es¬ 
corts for aid trucks have not 
materialized. 

"If we don't im¬ 
prove we simply 
cannot raise this 
ration in the fu¬ 
ture," WFP head 
Kenro Oshidari 
said at a joint UN 
agencies news con¬ 
ference. "The reality is that 
the trucks need to move 
every single day." 

Ted Chaiban, head of the 
UN agency UNICEF, said 
without trucks moving and 
full rations, this year's tradi¬ 
tional hunger gap, as rains 
cut off roads and farms, 
would be more severe than

Opposition leader 
makes parting 
shot to Putin 

Veteran politician Grigory 
Yavlinsky stepped down as 
leader of Russia's Yabloko 
opposition party yesterday, 
with parting shots at Presi¬ 
dent Dmitry Medvedev and 


his predecessor, Vladimir 
Putin. 

Yavlinsky, a 56-year-old 
economist who advised the 
Russian government at the 
start of the 1990s on the 
transition from communism 
to a market economy, will be 
replaced by the head of the 
party's Moscow branch, 
Sergei Mitrokhin. 


Yavlinsky said Putin and 
Medvedev were dependent 
on Russia's centralized 
power structures to rule the 
country.

bia, in response to record 
moves on the oil market. 

Saudi Arabia has already 
said it will produce 9.7 mil¬ 
lion bpd in July, marking an 
increase in output of 550,000 
bpd since May. 


Arabia pledges more oil 

Apart from the short-term 
supply-demand balance, in¬ 
vestors have bought into fu¬ 
tures markets because they 
believe oil supplies will be 
under strain for the foresee¬ 
able future. 

Naimi said such long-term 
fears were "badly misplaced" 
and that the world had 
enough oil resources to meet 
demand for "many, many 
decades to come."

Many fashionistas are con¬ 
fused over what is real, what 
is fake, and whether a prod¬ 
uct's country of origin says 
anything about its quality.

And yet, Asian man¬ 
ufacturing remains a taboo in 
the luxury sector. 


Faced with shoppers' con¬

Spain beat Italy 4-2 on 
penalties after a goalless 
Euro 2008 quarter-final yes¬ 
terday to end their shootout 
jinx and reach the last four 
of a major tournament for 
the first time in 24 years. 

They will now face Rus¬ 
sia, who they thrashed 4-1 
in their opening group game, 
thanks to substitute mid¬ 
fielder Cesc Fabregas who 
scored the decisive spot kick 
after Iker Casillas had saved 
two of Italy's penalties. 

It is the first time Spain 
have reached the last four 
since they got to the Euro¬ 
pean Championship final in 
1984 and came after they 
had lost three previous 
quarter-final shootouts in 
major tournaments, all on 
June 22. 


The victory was also their 
first over Italy at a major 
tournament outside the 
Olympic Games. 


"It was about time we 
won one, we deserve it," said 
Casillas, who saved from 
Daniele De Rossi and Anto¬ 


nio Di Natale. 

"Losing on penalties again 
would have been terrible. 
Now the fans can enjoy this 


because we've got to the 
semifinals at last." 

The game ended goalless 
after extra time as both well- 
organized defences coped 
relatively comfortably with 
the too-cautious attempts to 
break them down. 

"It was a very evenly bal¬ 
anced game," said Spain 
coach Luis Aragones. "Italy 
are always a difficult side to 
break down and very dan¬ 
gerous on the break."

Federer forgets Paris to focus on Wimbledon 


World No. 1 says he 
won’t fret over defeat 

Five-time Wimbledon champion Roger 
Federer said yesterday he had ban¬ 
ished thoughts of his 6-1, 6-3, 6-0 
French Open mauling at the hands of 
Rafael Nadal and planned to dominate 
the draw at the All England Club as 
usual. 

"It's almost easier to forget a loss 
like that," the world No. 1 said on the 
eve of his bid for a modern-era record 
sixth consecutive singles title. 

"The French Open was over in such 


a hurry ... so it's easy just to look for¬ 
ward and concentrate on grass. I won't 
be on clay for 10 months so it really 
hasn't been a problem. I'm 
happy I haven't been 
affected by it," he 
said. 

"I'm still pretty 
proud of achieving 
my third French 
Open final but for 
some I guess that's 
still not good 
enough," he 
added. 

The Swiss top 


seed said he did not read newspapers 
and so had taken no notice of com¬ 
ments from former players that he 
was more vulnerable now at Wimble¬ 
don, especially as Nadal had also won 
his first grasscourt title at Queen's 
last week. 

"What other 
people and play¬ 
ers say I cannot 
control. But you'll 
always hear good 
and bad things. It's 
maybe a time where 
some people talk a little bit 
too much sometimes," he said. 


"I just like to be favourite and like to 
come and try to dominate other play¬ 
ers," the Swiss star added. 

If he wins the title, Federer will be¬ 
come only the second player to win six 
in a row after William Renshaw in the 
1880s, when the competition was 
much smaller. 

After winning his first title, Ren¬ 
shaw had only to win one match in the 
Challenge round to defend the crown. 

Federer begins his defence — the 
first of seven matches if he goes all the 
way — on Centre Court today against 
Dominik Hrbaty of Slovakia.

Delmas a perfect fit with Avs 


Goalie keeps Nova Scotia 
from NHL draft shutout

The NHL draft is usually about teams 
scouting players, but Peter Delmas 
turned the tables on the Colorado Ava¬ 
lanche.

Environment Canada says 
running your gas-powered 
lawnmower for one hour is 
equal to driving a new car 320 
to 480 kilometres. So is there 
really any reason to mow 
your lawn? 

I suppose this is moot for 
me since my wife bought me a 
sleek Lee Valley push-mower 
after I threw out my shoulder 
with an older model. Still, I 
wonder. Who says dandelions 
are ugly, or worse, a pesky 
weed? Who defines what is 
weed and what is blossom? 

My parents are my models 
for lawn and garden care. 
Lenora and Alan would drive 
around Nova Scotia in their 
beat-up K-car with eyes 
peeled to the ditches next to 
our highways. If they saw 
something appealing they 
would pull over — my dad 
would remove the shovel in 
the trunk and dig up the wild- 
flowers. The trunk was lined 
with garbage bags so the 
flowers, the brush, the trees, 
would last until they got 


home. Then each would be 
transplanted in the most 
eclectic garden in HRM. 

I think my daughter is 
being brainwashed by the 
landscaping police. When she 
was younger she would de¬ 
light in the bright yellow that 
would dot our lawn, excited 
by the coming of spring. Now, 
she sees the dandelions with 
mixed emotions, on one hand 
beholding the beauty and on 
the other feeling the tug that 
these are a nuisance, like a 
carpet that needs to be 
cleaned. Where did that come 
from? 

The other day I was walk¬ 
ing out of our rustic subdivi¬ 
sion when a driver kindly 
picked me up. As we talked 
she mentioned a house that 
she felt "had gone too far." I 
thought she was referring to a 
home clearly twice as expen¬ 
sive as any other in the area. 
But as we chatted it was ob¬ 
vious I was mistaken — she 
was talking about a home just 
like ours, commenting on the 
lawn, the fact it looked un¬ 
tended. Our six-year-old is not 
immune to these comments. 
She knows others think our 
lawns should look like ceme¬ 
teries and golf courses. 

But why do we feel the 
need to spend all this energy,

time and expense to make our 
lawns look like our carpets, 
except green? 

Some of you may be think¬ 
ing, "Now that man is just try¬ 
ing to justify his laziness." 
Perhaps, but even those who 
dislike me would hardly call 
me lazy. I walk more than five 
miles a day. I just have a hard 
time justifying doing some¬ 
thing solely because "some¬ 
one" said I should. So, I ask, is 
there any reason to mow your 
lawn besides social conform¬ 
ity? 

I have no problem with the 
extra effort to pick up litter 
around the church where I 
work and our home, to be 
careful in disposal of waste (is 
it compost, recycling or 


garbage), to walk instead of 
drive at every opportunity de¬ 
spite living in the "burbs" 
where cars are king. But I balk 
at any effort that is motivated 
by the say-so of middle-class 
convention. 

Like most families we are 
challenged by time commit¬ 
ments; church, school, 
friends, volunteer activities, 
sports, family, social activism. 
So finding the time and the 
money to landscape and gar¬ 
den is tough. Lately, it got 
tougher when a friend asked 
me to join her on Saturday 
mornings as she planted some 
3,000 bulbs around the Metro 
Turning Point Centre, Atlantic 
Canada's largest homeless 
shelter for men. It had been 


Kelly's vision to plant these 
gardens in places around Hal¬ 
ifax where the homeless 
gather, to give them the same 
access to beauty as we mid¬ 
dle-class people take for 
granted. 

It turns out that Kelly's 
Sanctuary Garden needs more 
than workers, it needs plants, 
too — shrubs and vines: 
Japanese Pieris, Pyramidal 
Yew, lime or golden Barberry, 
Dwarf Rhodo, Golden 
Ninebark, Climbing Hy¬ 
drangea, Leucothoe, Boston 
Ivy. Perennials: Sedges or 
shade tolerant ornamental 
grasses, Astilbe Columbine, 
Bellflower (upright), Ligularia, 
Heuchera, Bergenia 

(Pigsqueak), a few Hosta, 


Lungwort (Pulmonaria), Mas- 
terwort (Astrantia), Goose¬ 
necked, Loosestrife, Lady's 
mantle, Solomon's Seal, Ferns, 
and Daylily. (Kelly O'Neil, an 
employee of LIVE Landscap¬ 
ing, can be reached at mis- 
sionkelly@yahoo.ca if anyone 
has any of these plants to do¬ 
nate.) 

So now I have a choice. I 
can spend time push-mowing 
my lawn to remove dande¬ 
lions and grass or I can drive 
(60-kilometre round trip) to 
the Sanctuary Garden every 
Saturday morning and help 
Kelly, her homeless friends 
and volunteers with their as¬ 
sorted list of donated plants. 
What should I do? 

If my mum was still living 
she and my dad would be 
busy driving around Nova 
Scotia looking for ditch flow¬ 
ers, which I know would be 
perfect for my property and 
Kelly's Sanctuary Garden. 
Beauty is all around us, 
whether it is sanctioned by 
the landscaping police or not. 
As a profound monk once 
said, "You can cut back the 
flowers but you can never 
hold back the spring."

W e know that re¬ 
ducing carbon 
emissions is the 
primary way to slow cli¬ 
mate change, but preserv¬ 
ing forests is a key 
component as well. Forests 
are carbon sinks; that is, 
they absorb and store car¬ 
bon. 

When trees are cut 
down, that carbon is re¬ 
leased into the atmos¬ 
phere, thus speeding up 


global warming. In fact, 
scientists estimate about 
20 per cent of greenhouse 
gas emissions come from 
deforestation. 

Some economists, in¬ 
cluding former World 
Bank chief economist Sir 
Nicholas Stern, have con¬ 
cluded that preventing de¬ 
forestation is the most 
cost-effective method of 
keeping carbon out of the 
atmosphere. 

But how do we go about 
it? One idea is referred to 
as Reducing Emissions 
from Deforestation and 
Forest Degradation, or 
REDD. 

Two main strategies are 
being considered under 
REDD, both of which in¬ 
volve carbon credits and 
carbon trading. One would 
allow industrialized na¬ 
tions to meet Kyoto emis¬ 


sions-reduction targets by 
providing grants to devel¬ 
oping countries if they re¬ 


duce rates of deforesta¬ 
tion. The other would 
allow countries that avoid 


deforestation to earn car¬ 
bon credits that they 
could sell on the global 
carbon market. 

The issue is complicated 
and the potential pitfalls 
are many. For example, 
the market-driven system 
of selling carbon credits 
may not benefit those peo¬ 
ple who live in the forests 
and make their living off 
the products of the intact 
ecosystem because it 
would only pay those who 
are currently logging to 
stop. We also have to face 
up to the fact that when 
providing grants to coun¬ 
tries that reduce deforesta¬ 
tion, it can be difficult to 
ensure the money benefits 
the people and not cor¬ 
rupt governments. 

In some areas, indige¬ 
nous people have already 
lost land and rights be¬ 


cause governments have 
turned over forest “re¬ 
serves” to companies 
charged with protecting 
them. 

Let’s hope the UN dis¬ 
cussions lead to some vi¬ 
able solutions — solutions 
that preserve biodiversity 
and include all the inhabi¬ 
tants of the rainforest. It’s 
unlikely that money will 
solve everything, but it 
may be a start to address¬ 
ing the problems of 
poverty, economic change, 
and global warming.

Interview gaffes occur

If you've ever embarrassed 
yourself at a job interview, 
you can take some solace in 
the fact that plenty of other 
people have done the same. 

What's important is to 
learn from your mistakes so 
you can be better prepared 
the next time. 

Lara Dodo, vice-president 
of administrative staffing 
firm OfficeTeam, has com¬ 
piled a staggering collection 
of job interview blunder sto¬ 
ries in her years helping peo¬ 
ple find work. She says most 
gaffes, big and small alike, 
boil down to a lack of com¬ 
mon sense or simply poor 
judgment. 

Cellphones are a frequent 
culprit, as users tend to lose 
their grip on sanity when 


handling or dealing with 
them. 

Once, Dodo says a candi¬ 
date with more guts than 
brains took a call on their cell 
phone during an interview — 
a call which was for another 
job interview happening 
later that day at a different 
company. 



their own job backgrounds or 
having resume embellish¬ 
ments revealed. 

Unlike one person who 
Dodo says showed up in 
workout clothes, always 
dress conservatively even for 
positions, which may allow 
for casual attire. 

"No interview is casual," 
Dodo said. 

Above all, remember the 
age-old adage and don't shoot 
the messenger the front desk 
even — they are, after all, 
your gatekeeper into the job. 

'Always be polite and pro¬ 
fessional to receptionists — 
research has shown that re¬ 
ceptionists play a highly in¬ 
fluential role in the hiring 
process. If you're rude, it 
won't reflect well," Dodo 

Leaving your cellphone on 
is a common mistake for 
interviewees to make.

A big cause for interview 
screw-ups is nervousness, 
Dodo says. 

"Nerves can do some crazy 
thing to you. If the interview 
is at 11 o'clock, don't get 
there at 10:59. Give yourself 
time to relax. Be prepared 
and know what to expect in 
the interview," Dodo said. 

If you do make a gaffe, 
show that you can fix it. 

"If you are aware that 
you've made a mistake, apol¬ 
ogize and correct yourself. 
Any problem that's handled 
gracefully may actually im¬ 
press your interviewer," 
Dodo said. 

In the worst cases, learn 
from your mistake, let it go, 
and tell your friends about it 
over drinks. 

'And at least it'll make for a 
great story," Dodo said.

Succeeding against all odds 


Inspiration for 
Will Smith film 
regales city crowd

Christopher Gardner's pur¬ 
suit of happiness took him 
from living with his baby son 
on the streets of San Fran¬ 
cisco, to a jet-set lifestyle 
travelling the world to share 
the secret of his workplace 
success. 

Speaking at the Black Busi¬ 
ness Summit in Halifax last 
week, the man who wrote 
the book that became the Will 
Smith movie The Pursuit Of 
Happyness quoted a mentor 
who told him it's not the 
MBAs who build great com¬ 
panies, it's the PSDs. 


"That's poor, smart and 
with a deep desire to be 
wealthy," he told the sold-out 
room at Casino Nova Scotia. 

Gardner said the movie 
was a fairly accurate repre¬ 
sentation of his life, with the 
exception that his son was 
not five when they slept in 
bus stations and on some 
days survived only on the 
money given to the boy by 
the "ladies of the night." 

He was 14 months old. 

"We were staying in 
'ho'tels,'" Gardner said, as he 
went flat out to pursue his 
dream of making it as a 
stockbroker. The single par¬ 
ent wound up in jail after ac¬ 
cumulating a mountain of 
unpaid parking tickets. 

He was in prison for 10 
days, held with rapists, ar¬ 
sonists and murderers. He fi¬

nally got out and went 
straight to the Wall Street in¬ 
terview. 

He started off doing for 
free the jobs no one else

wanted to do, then earned 
$1,000 a month, then $5,000. 
"That was the biggest, most 
obscene figure I could get out 
of my mouth." 

Gardner neglected to state 
his current monthly rate, but 
as CEO of Gardner Rich & 
Company and author of a 
best-selling book, it's safe to 
say he's doing better than the 
days he owned two suits. 

"One grey and one black. 
People'd say, 'Chris Gardner's 
re-enacting the Civil War,'" he 
said to laughs. He added with 


a smile: "That sh—'s funny 
now. It wasn't funny then." 

Gardner also dealt with his 
share of racism, though he 
prefers to call it "placism" — 
the problems some people 
have when others rise above 
their station. 

He had one client with 
whom he only spoke by 
phone, and who told him 
every racist joke he knew. 
Gardner kept quiet, reasoning 
"sometimes it's okay to laugh 
all the way to the bank." 

He made the man so much 


money, earning himself a 
small fortune in the process, 
that the Texan flew out to 
meet him. One can imagine 
his shock at meeting the six- 
foot-plus black man he'd 
been cracking racist jokes 
with. 

"I told him it's not a black 
thing, it's not a white thing. 
It's a green thing." 

But all the money was a 
distant second to his greatest 
accomplishment. Gardner, 
who grew up in the same 
neighbourhood at the same 
time as Oprah Winfrey 
(though the two didn't meet 
until both had achieved 
global fame), said the highest 
praise he ever got came from 
his son. 

Oprah asked his now 
grown-up son what he re¬ 
membered about his early life 
on the streets, when his fa¬ 
ther sold his own blood so 
they could eat. 

"Every time I looked up, 
my father was there," his son 
answered. 

Gardner said for a man 
who never knew his own fa¬ 
ther, knowing he had broken 
the cycle of absent dads was 
his most treasured feat.

Fame bittersweet for Blondie 



Band marks 30 
years in spotlight

You could call it the curse of 
Blondie. Debbie Harry 
prefers "double-edged 
sword." 

For the iconic front 
woman of the equally 
iconic band, more 
than three decades 
of being under the 
spotlight has been 
a little bitter¬ 
sweet.

four bonus tracks and a DVD 
of three music videos and a 
BBC Top Of The Pops per¬ 
formance, is due June 24. 

Harry admits that keeping 
a bunch of songs, whose in¬ 
fluence is only matched by 
their ubiquity, relevant and 
evolving is a constant chal¬ 
lenge for the band, which 
now includes only two other 
original members, guitarist 
Chris Stein and drummer 
Clem Burke. 

"The trick is to not just 
stand there like a robot, the 
trick is to make it come alive 
for the audience and the 
band," she says. 

"We have played the mate¬ 
rial for a long time and that 
could get a little bit stale. 
We're gonna try to freshen 
up the feel and give it a new 
slant, a fresh coat of paint." 

Although there is no spe¬ 
cific plan for the future or a 
new Blondie album, Harry 
has been working with Stein 
on a few tracks.

CBC finally gets it right 


IN CASE YOU MISSED IT: 

Air India 182, which aired 
last night on CBC, puts me 
in the rare position of not 
only recommending a CBC 
production that isn’t 
Dragon’s Den, but insist¬ 
ing that you make time to 
catch the film when it re¬ 
airs. 

CBC viewership figures, 
much as they might be 
spun to make it look like 
the national broadcaster is 
constantly on the verge of 
recovering its profile 
among viewers, suggest 
nonetheless that anything 
that airs on the network 
stands a worse chance of 
being seen by the average 
Canadian than a Simpsons 
re-run. 

If a kind of Pavlovian 
aversion to CBC program¬ 
ming should prevent any-

one from seeing Sturla 
Gunnarsson’s dramatized 
recreation of the 1985 
bombing of an Air India 
jumbo jet en route from 
Canada to England, it 
would be a shame, since 
this is exactly the sort of 
project the CBC should be 
commissioning, not occa¬ 
sionally but almost 
monthly, in a better world. 

Gunnarsson is the direc¬ 
tor who made the far bet¬ 


ter movie version of Be¬ 
owulf — the one that cost 
a fraction of Robert Ze¬ 
meckis ’ recent heavily 
hyped travesty, with its 
embarrassing video game 
digital sheen. 

His retelling of the Air 
India 182 story borrows a 
few formal touches from 
Paul Greengrass’ United 
93, but paces itself more 
gravely, as if in responding 
to the passage of time in 
which the tragedy has res¬ 
onated. 

Time flashes back and 
forth in the first half of 
the film, as the events 
leading up to the bombing 
come into focus, and then 
seems to blow apart in 
slow motion in the after- 
math of the disappearance 
of the plane over the 
North Atlantic. We’re al¬ 


lowed to understand how 
hard it would have been to 
prevent the bombing with 
what information the 
RCMP had up till this 
point — in situations like 
this, hindsight is in¬ 
evitably all too clear — 
while the underfunding 
and bureaucratic blunders 
of the country’s intelli¬ 
gence services make their 
appearance on cue; a mud¬ 
dleheaded CSIS policy of 
erasing wiretaps after hav¬ 
ing them transcribed 
would lead to two key sus¬ 
pects in the plot by Sikh 
extremists being acquit¬ 
ted. 

Even while it was hap¬ 
pening, the events sur¬ 
rounding Air India 182 
often seemed confusing, 
and there was an unfortu¬ 
nate tendency to treat it as 


an internal dispute within 
the Indian and Sikh com¬ 
munities — typified by 
then-Prime Minister Brian 
Mulroney’s puzzling apol¬ 
ogy to the Indian govern¬ 
ment, but not the families 
of Canadians who actually 
died in the bombing. Gun¬ 
narsson somehow man¬ 
ages to make it all clear, 
without swamping the 
film in details and lessen¬ 
ing the still-raw emotional 
trauma that marks those 
left behind. 

Air India 182 re-airs next 
Sunday at 10 p.m. on CBC 
Newsworld, and deserves a 
few more airings and a de¬ 
cent life on DVD, if only to 
give the network a promi¬ 
nent model for how to ful¬ 
fill its mandate.

June 23,1985: A terrorist 
bomb aboard Air India 
flight 182 brings the Boe¬ 
ing 747 down off the coast 
of Ireland killing all 329 
people aboard, including 
280 Canadians.
